SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The negative plate film entitled Trick Shots/Sweet Sucker (also known as No 18 One 
Photographic Negative of Printed Text) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification has been given because the negative plate film promotes and 
supports the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to participate in, or 
submit to, sexual conduct by describing sexual violence and rape for the purpose of 
sexual titillation. 

The publication consists of a sheet of negative plate film. The sheet is used in the 
printing process. The publication features predominantly text with some photographic 
images. The text and images are sexually explicit in depicting or describing male to 
female sexual activity. The photographic images present fellatio, vaginal intercourse, 
and double penetration (the simultaneous penetration of the vagina and anus with two 
penises). The text contains parts of three individual stories, two of which describe the 
use of violence, and coercion, to compel persons to participate in, or submit to, sexual 
conduct. The behaviour described ranges from verbal abuse and threats, such as the 
use of derogatory names or a threat to cut off a woman’s nipples, to physical actions, 
such as beating and rape. By describing these behaviours for sexual titillation the 
publication is considered to promote and support such behaviour. 
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Consideration is given to si 4, s5, and s6 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(the NZBR Act) as they affect this publication. Due to the description of the use of 
violence to compel persons to submit to sexual conduct, s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Act 1993 (the FVPC Act), is applied to this publication. Section 14 of 
the NZBR Act is inconsistent with s3(2) of the FVPC Act, which is a deeming provision, 
and therefore si 4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to Trick Shots/Sweet Sucker.
